The US Senate has approved funds for 
this purpose, assuming that the United 
States needs a counterweight to the 
Soviet SS 20 nrissile (neither having yet 
been pigeonholed as strategic or covered 
by the terms of an arms limitation 
agreement). 

America may also, for that matter, feel 
the need for a counterweight to the 
Soviet Union's superior tank weaponry.

Hamburg teenager's ring career 


wus Karl-Heinz Blick in 1957, Sufety re- 
gulations were imnıediately revised and 
ihere have been no boxing fatalities in 
lhe amaleur code for over 20 years. 

Sporting fatalities in general were re- 
cenlly investigated by an Erlangen
